REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose or fairly teach the steps of positioning at least a 
portion of an implantable device into the ostium of the left atrial appendage and 
enlarging the device within the left atrial appendage wherein the impervious barrier of 
the device extends across the left atrial appendage to seal against the inside surface of 
the left atrial appendage. The present application claims priority to November 6, 1998. 
No prior art references teaching this method of sealing a left atrial appendage were 
found. The closest Identified prior art is US Patent No. 4,638,803 to Rand which 
discloses a method for sealing an aneurysm. The prior art offers no teaching for 
modifying this method to treat an a left atrial appendage as recited in the presently 
claimed method.
